Is it possible that 
citizens of a free government so for­ 
get their duties to the commonwealth 
as to permit their children to reach 
their maturity 
without a 
common 
school education, when this education 
is tile only safeguard of the nation? 
Every teacher, every parent, every 
trustee, every man and woman in our 
county should do everything possible 
to secure a better attendance of our 
schools, to the ond that we may have 
stronger citizens to meet future prob­ 
lems of our State, 
Talk education, preach education, 
and above all practice education with 
your own.

Summary V engeance Es Visited 
Upon Them. 


TRIAL AND HANGING QUICK 


Marshall, Edward and Jim Stinebeck, 


Captured In the Morning, Tried In 


the Afternoon, Adjudged Guilty and 
Mob Does the Rest. 


Union City, Tenn.. Nov. 25.— Tho lit­ 
tle town of Tiptonville, bordering en 
Reelfoot lake, which has been the 
Keene of many stirring incidents of 
the past month, witnessed the lynch­ 


ing of three negroes who were ar­ 
rested for m urdering Special Deputy 
Sheriff Richard burrow s and fatally 
wounding J. H. Hall, a deputy sheriff.

Stinebeck, Edward Stinebeck and Jim 
iStinebeckj. 
I i.ese brothers created 
a disturbance at a religious meeting 
near Tiptonville Saturday night, and 
when the two officers attem pted to ar­ 
rest them a fight, ensued in which the 
negroes came cut victorious and made 
their escape. 
It was barely daylight Sunday morn- 
ming before a posse from Tiptonville 
and surrounding country w ere in pur­ 
suit of the negroes, but they success­ 
fully eluded the possr1 until 8 oV^ock 
T uesday morning, when 
they were 
sui lounded mid captured in a swamp 
near the village of Ridgely. 
The vi­ 
cinity is known as the1 river lied cane. 
brake, and it is a difficult m atter to 
trace men or beast through its tan­ 
gles. 
Once captured, however, che 
negroes, covered by IOO guns, were 
sickly 
landed in jail at Tiptonville, 
The negroes, when arrested, had two 
guns in their possession, but had ex­ 
hausted their ammunition. 
The news of the capture spread rap­ 
idly to the surroundig territory, and 
in addition to the several hundred 
m em bers of the posse, men began a r­ 
riving by every road, and soon the jail 
wag surrounded by a mob who had 
no hesitancy in threatening a lynch­ 
ing quickly and surely. 
One of the first citizens to mount 
the steps of the jail and m ake an aj> 
peal to the mob was J. T. Burnett, a 
well known lawyer. 
Mr. F u m e tt re­ 
called the recent night Tided outrages. 
He appealed to the hearers to allow 
the law to take its course, promising 
that full justice would be done the 
negroes. 
This m et with disapporval, 
and Mr. Burnett, evidently seeing that 
his rem arks were of no avail, pleaded 
with the men that if they were deter­ 
mined to lynch the negroes to at least 
wait until night had fallen.
